In accordance with your instructions, and pursuant to Num- 
ber 67 of the Public Acts as enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Vermont approved on March 10, 1923, amended 
by Number 50 of the Public Acts of 1931, approved on April 2, 
1931, we have examined the books and accounts kept by the 
Treasurer of the Town of Springfield, Vermont, including the ac- 
counts of the School Department, for the year ending January 
weal 1983: 


The cash receipts and disbursements for the periods stated, 
and the cash balances at the close of the year, are shown in the 
accompanying statements, viz: 


Schedule A. Town of Springfield, Vermont— 


Statement of Cash Receipts and Disbursements for the year 
ending January 31, 1933. 


Schedule B. Town of Springfield, Vermont—School Department 


Statement of Cash Receipts and Disbursements for the year 
ending January 31, 1933. 


In accordance with the provisions of the Public Acts, the 
Town is required to publish a list of the outstanding orders at 
the end of each year. Owing to the large number of orders out- 
standing at January 31, 1933, the Municipal Manager decided 
to dispense with the publication in his annual report of such a 
list at that date, and refer interested parties to a complete list 
of outstanding orders on file in the Town Treasurer’s office. 


We report with respect to the foregoing statements as fol- 
lows: 


1. The cash receipts on account of the current year’s tax 
levy, from the State of Vermont on account of the Highway 


and School funds, and from interest on cemetery trust funds, dog 
licenses, Town Clerk’s fees, the income from the Wilson Fund, 
and recorded temporary loans, were verified by us from inde- 
pendent sources. Other items of receipts are stated in accord- 
ance with the Treasurer’s records without independent verifica- 
tion. 


2. Duly authorized paid orders signed by a majority of the 
Selectmen or School Directors were examined by us in support 
of all disbursements of the Town and the School Department, re- 
spectively, with the exception of orders not presented for pay- 
ment at January 31, 1933. With respect to temporary loans re- 
paid and bonds retired during the year, we also examined all 
paid and cancelled notes and bonds, respectively. 


3. The balances of the cash in bank and on hand on Janu- 
ary 31, 1933 ($9,366.57), as summarized below, were independ- 
ently verified by certificates from the depositary banks, duly 
reconciled with the Treasurer’s books. 


Town Account $7,844.55 
School Department—General Account 1,522.02 


Total $9,366.57 


We also present in Schedule C, appended, a statement of 
the Francis E. Parker Fund, for the year ending January 31, 
1933, which has been prepared from the records of the Trustees 
of Public Funds, kept by M. E. Stearns, Esq., Treasurer of the 
Springfield Savings Bank, and one of the Trustees of Public 
Funds. 


The securities, stated at book value and summarized in 
Schedule C, were produced for our inspection and the cash on 
deposit in the Springfield Savings Bank was verified by certifi- 
cate obtained from the depositary bank. We have accounted for 
all income receivable during the year from securities shown to 
have been on hand during that period, with the exception of one 
year’s interest on a note for $1,000.00 of the Springfield Hospi- 
tal, which had not been collected at January 31, 1933. No income 
was received during the year under review on the following se- 
curities:

We examined paid cheques or other satisfactory evidence of 
payment for all disbursements. 


We have not examined the transactions relating to the other 
funds under the control of the Trustees of Public Funds. 


We certify that the statements appended hereto (Schedules 
A, B and C) are in accordance with the books examined by us 
and, subject to the foregoing comments, in our opinion, correct- 
ly exhibit the receipts and disbursements for the year ending 
January 31, 1933, of the Town of Springfield, Vermont, of the 
School Department and of the Francis E. Parker Fund, respec- 
tively; and that the several cash balances and the securities of 
the Francis E. Parker Fund at January 31, 1933, were on hand 
as reported herein.

WHAT YOUR TOWN HAS DONE TO 
REDUCE THE COSTS OF LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT 


On July 1, 1931, the wages and salaries of all town officials 
and employees, exclusive of common labor and school depart- 


ment, were reduced 10%. 


Again on August 1, 1932, a further 5% reduction was made, 
this including every person in municipal employ, exclusive of 


school department. 


On or about August 1, 1932, we established the “Five-day 
week.” This action further reduced the wages of full-time me- 
chanics and truck drivers. 


On January 1, 1933, manager’s salary was again adjusted, 


now showing a full 20% reduction. 


Beginning July 1, 1932, salaries of school superintendent, 
principal and janitors were reduced 10%. On September 1, 1932, 
wages of all teachers and supervisors were lowered a like 
amount. By closing schools for two weeks in December, savings 
in excess of $5000 were effected. Besides a saving of several 
hundred dollars on heating and lighting, this action further re- 


duced salaries about 5%. 


With allowance for unpaid steam bills, general school ex- 
pense, exclusive of financing, has been reduced more than 
$24,000. Total cost of schools, including all financing, bond pay- 
ment and interest thereon, shows reductions exceeding $16,000. 


We call your special attention to reduction in Miscellaneous, 
Bridges and Town Hall accounts. These three departments show 
lowered costs of operation in excess of $15,000 as compared with 
like figures a year ago. Other departments, failing to show sim- 
ilar reductions, have of necessity been administered rather more 


generously, because of unemployment conditions. 
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MANAGER’S REPORT 


Board of Selectmen and Taxpayers

school business for the fiscal year ending Jan. 31, 1933.

Finance 


Of the 1932 tax levy covering town and school, we have lost 
through collection $46,454.28. 


In addition to this loss, we have increased expense for items 
over which we have no control (charities and made work), total- 
ing more than $29,000.00. 


This sum, together with the uncollected taxes, amounts in 
round numbers to $75,000.00, which amount we may well con- 
sider our handicap throughout the entire year’s business. 


Nevertheless, because of a strong control over all depart- 
ments not offering unemployment relief, and reductions in school 
expense, our total indebtedness has increased but $9,872.00. 


Bond Issue? 


In our debt today, we have $112,872.00 represented by mis- 
cellaneous notes. $85,000.00 of this amount was originally in- 
curred through Charlestown cement road and bridge improve- 
ments. During the past two years, additional increase has been 
due to the enormous burden in welfare and unemployment re- 
lief. Inasmuch as we can have no hopes of immediately reduc- 
ing this obligation, it would seem good business to consider a 
bond issue of at least $100,000.00 of this amount. This issue 
depends upon the taxpayers’ wishes—a sale at favorable prices 
and a satisfactory interest rate. 


Unemployment 


Our office records show close to three hundred men listed 
under this classification. It is a fair estimate that we have tak- 
en part in no less than six thousand personal interviews with 
these men, during the past twelve months. 

We carried the peak load in this work during the months 
of August, September and October and a slight falling off has 
been noted, beginning in November and continuing through De- 
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cember and January. This, of course, was due to the activities 
carried on by the State, which started in November. 


We are deeply indebted to the State for money allotted in 
this district, making possible the activity on the “Missing Link” 
and construction of a new bridge at North Springfield. 

Since early summer, we have employed daily no less than 
fifty men and on many occasions this number has increased to 
sixty or seventy. If conditions continue, it is going to be in- 
creasingly difficult to find the necessary amount of work. 

No less than fifteen miles of secondary roads in various lo- 
cations throughout the township have been improved under this 
“Made Work” program. These improvements have consisted of 
brush cutting, widening, drainage and an enormous amount of 
rock excavation. The above improvements have made necessary 
a large amount of gravelling. It is a very conservative state- 
ment that thousands of yards of gravel have been applied to 
these improved highways. All of this work is bound to result in 
lessened highway costs during the next few years. 


Welfare 

As this is written, we have made no study of budget figures 
for 1933. The one thought that I would impress upon the tax- 
payer, when the time comes to discuss appropriations and tax 
rates, is this: Our first obligation is the continuance of “Made 
Work” program and the care of our needy people. Sufficient 
money for this purpose must take precedence over all other ac- 
tivities. ‘ 

Employees 

Never before in the thirteen years of our present system 
have my associates given their town such devoted effort. I 
would express special appreciation of the work of office helpers 
and Superintendent Bates. 

It is fitting that we acknowledge the fine spirit of the men 
making up our unemployment list. There have been no doles 
and not a single man on the entire list has refused to work in 
return for assistance rendered. Few communities can show such 
a record. 

Taxes 


Rates of taxation once determined, the estimates for 1933 
collection must be so conservative that no money will be used in 
excess of that collected.

The yearly average of town salary account for four years 
(1918-19-20-21) was $8,344.57 or slightly more than the year 
1932. 

During the four years above mentioned, our administration 
was divided as follows: Two years and five months of the old 
system and a year and seven months of the manager system. 

During 1918-19-20, Selectmen collectively drew on an aver- 
age of $2,687.00 per year. 

Prior to 1925, attorney’s fees and fees for recording town 
papers were not included in salary account. 

Under the old system, Treasurer’s and Town Clerk’s fees 
for the past year would show about $38,500.00. 

YOUR MANAGER OR HIS ASSISTANTS DRAW NO 
FEES. SINCE 1925, ALL FEES OF EVERY DESCRIPTION 
HAVE REVERTED TO THE TOWN TREASURY.

Following the death of Mr. George F. Leland, who for many 
years has been the acting secretary of this Commission, the su- 
pervision and management of cemeteries was turned over to 
your Manager. While in the past years the secretary has drawn 
$100 yearly, the Manager has received no fees or salary income 
because of these additional duties. 

After a few months’ experience in supervising this depart- 
ment it is very apparent that many changes are both neces- 
sary and desirable. 

Mr. Henry Morgan, who has given many years of faithful 
service, resigned his position as superintendent in the early 
summer. To fill the vacancy, Mr. Harry Davis of North Spring- 
field was engaged as superintendent. Mr. Davis has shown a 
very keen interest in his work and his services have been ex- 
tremely satisfactory. 

Income from trust funds, sale of lots, burials, and the usual 
$1000 appropriation are insufficient to care for these cemeteries. 
Necessary income must not be built up thru increased taxation. 
Against the above disbursements we have net income, including 
$1000 appropriation, $3054.52.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Directors and Citizens of Springfield: 


Herewith is submitted for your consideration my eighth an- 
nual report as Superintendent of Schools. 


The enrollment is about the same this year as the average 
for the past five years. There is an increase of over 60 in the 
Junior-Senior High School, and a corresponding falling off in 
the grades, which is generally distributed, but is rather more 
marked in the lowest grades. The average for these past five 
years has been about 1700, with little variation from this num- 
ber in any one year. For several years the classes entering Jun- 
ior High School have been large, and comparatively few pupils 
have left school, especially in the last two or three years. In 
addition, a considerable number of post-graduates have returned 
to school for further study, which is a very desirable thing so 
far as it can be done without overcrowding classes or increasing 
school expenses too much. This movement has been notable all 
over the United States in the past two years. There has been a 
tremendous expansion of our High School, the enrollment in- 
creasing from 287 ten years ago in the Senior High School to 
567 in the present year, an increase of over 97%. In the same 
period the Junior High School has gained over 30%. The total 
enrollment has risen from 1332 in ten years to about 1700. For 
the first half of this ten-year period there was a large increase, 
averaging 80 a year for four years of this time, while, as stated 
above, the enrollment for the past five years has varied lttle 
from year to year. Since the opening of the schools in Septem- 
ber last, 830 pupils have been registered in the Junior-Senior 
High School. 


The health of pupils and teachers has been good, and at- 
tendance of a high average. Pupils in all the schools present an 
appearance as to physical well-being that is gratifying, consid- 
ering the trying conditions through which we are passing. 
Physical examinations have been carried on for pupils in the 
3rd, 6th, 9th and 12th years, through the financial support of 
the Parent-Teacher Association, and a dental clinic has been 
conducted under the auspices of the Farm Bureau of the State, 
at a very low cost to parents. It is hoped that these can be 
carried on continuously into the future. The school nurse is a 
capable and untiring adjunct in this work. 
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The past year may fairly be called a successful one in the 
interest and achievement of pupils and teachers. It would not 
be correct to say that the standard of our schools has been ful- 
ly maintained. Sacrifices have had to be made with some inevi- 
table loss. The curtailing of school activities, reduction in sal- 
aries, increased size of classes, and the unusual economy in 
books, supplies, etc., have had their effect. It would not be hon- 
est to deny that. However, the spirit of teachers and pupils 
has been excellent, and it is to be hoped that our present eco- 
nomic conditions are in some measure at least having a good 
effect in impressing upon both teacher and pupil the necessity 
of sacrifice and of greater effort in all school work. 


At this point it may be well to discuss this question a little 
more fully. Much is being said and written at the present time 
about the “fads and frills” in our schools, and the cost that they 
entail upon the taxpayer. It is true that in the past, as econom- 
ic conditions have improved, more and more has been demand- 
ed of the schools by the people themselves, and that year after 
year phases of school work have been added that were unknown 
to the schools a few years ago. 


All this has been due to the general prosperity of our coun- 
try and the ever-increasing desire to meet as far as possible 
the needs of the individual pupil. It is not so many years ago 
that most pupils were limited to a small range of school studies, 
and many were forced to carry courses for which they were not 
fitted and which were of little value to them. The develop- 
ment of courses in Commercial studies, Home Economics, Man- 
ual Training, Physical Training, Vocational Work, etc., etc., has 
come about as the need of these various means of training the 
student for life has become more fully realized. There are 
many other spheres of training in addition to those mentioned 
above, and in many large city school systems these have come 
to be a part of the regular school curriculum. These other 
spheres referred to have in many cases either been peculiar to 
the needs of the city community or have sometimes been dan- 
gerously close to the work of those engaged in the various 
trades. Sometimes organized labor has questioned the exten- 
sion of such courses into the schools, and has felt that a com- 
petition was thus invited that would be hostile to the interests 
of labor. I do not need to say that at no time in the schools 
of Springfield has any such situation even been approached. 
Considering the size of the community and the nature of its 
economic life, the town of Springfield has been very moderate 
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and reasonable in its adoption of such courses as suggested in 
this paragraph. 


It would be interesting to determine what the majority of 
our American citzens consider “fads and frills”. I have noticed 
that rarely does a person of sound judgment dare to commit 
himself definitely on this point. Too often does a critic of our 
schools speak in general terms of the schools as teaching things 
that are unnecessary, but he is generally very indefinite when 
asked to specify. Sometimes a “fad or frill” to a person is what 
he did not have in school or what he does not have an interest in. 
Music may be a fad to one person, art to another, physical 
training to another, and so on through the list. There is, how- 
ever, a point where the school may well stop in its widening ac- 
tivities, and this point can by no means be a hard and fast one 
for all schools. Varying conditions call for varying activities 
in school work. Furthermore, urgent retrenchment may be nec- 
essary under present economic conditions, but such curtailment 
or elimination should be considered rather on the basis of what 
may best be put aside for the present than on the assumption 
that our schools are loaded with “fads and frills”. Vermont 
schools at least, can plead not guilty to this indictment. 


Few changes in teachers have taken place during the past 
year. Though the Junior-Senior High School is larger by more 
than sixty pupils, no teachers have been added. In fact, as the 
unusually large 6th grade of last year passed into the Junior 
High School, it was found possible to reduce the number of 
grade teachers by one. We are endeavoring to meet the pres- 
ent conditions, but we should not attempt to delude ourselves. 
Classes can not be increased beyond a certain point and teacher 
load increased without a distinct loss. To make this inevitable 
loss as small as possible under present conditions and condi- 
tions probably to continue for some time to come is a pressing 
problem for school executives to meet. The Principal of our 
High School is spending nearly all of this time in classroom 
teaching. Considering the fact that the total enrollment of the 
school is over 800, it can readily be seen that there is little 
time and energy left on the Principal’s part to deal with the 
numerous problems of supervision of teachers’ class work, pupil 
guidance, etc., etc. 


In the report of a year ago reference was made to a few 
matters that should not be entirely passed over at this time. 
The cafeteria lunch of last year proved a success, and the plan 
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is being continued this year during the winter months, though 
the number of pupils patronizing this lunch has decreased. The 
conditions at North Springfield in the lowest and highest rooms 
have come to be as predicted a year ago,—both rooms full, and 
classes larger than would be desirable, especially in view of the 
fact that the teachers must carry on two grades of work in the 
same room. However, these teachers are efficiently and uncom- 
plainingly trying their best to meet the conditions. The rural 
schools have about the same number of pupils as last year. At 
West Springfield electric lights have been installed, and condi- 
tions have thus been made much better. The problem of improv- 
ing this West Springfield School is one that I cannot refrain 
from calling to the attention of the citizens of Springfield. 
Eventually this school must be improved in general appearance, 
seating, lighting, toilets, etc., to be what the citizens of Spring- 
field should fairly demand for all children. 


A year ago the long continuance of the depression forced 
upon the school department a marked retrenchment in school 
expenses. Plans were worked out and put into effect. The rest 
of this report is devoted to a discussion of these measures, and 
the attention of the citizens and taxpayers is invited to a close 
scrutiny of these steps and the results of the same to date. 


In the summer of 1931 transportation costs were cut on an 
average about ten per cent, and the School Directors reduced 
their pay ten per cent. Contracts with teachers had been signed 
in the spring of 1391 on the salary basis which was fixed ten or 
twelve years ago. It may be well to emphasize the fact that 
during the days of our prosperity in Springfield before the pres- 
ent depression fell upon us, the teachers of Springfield received 
no increase in salary incident to the increase in material pros- 
perity, which was for a time so marked. In fact, this was true 
of the country as a whole, and is a strong argument for a rea- 
sonable maintenance of teachers’ salaries at the present time. 
Surely teachers can not be justly accused of profiteering either 
in those days or during the war. It was not until after the war 
that teachers’ salaries began to rise to any great extent. 


While the need of retrenchment was becoming more evident 
as the months passed, the School Directors felt that the con- 
tracts with the teachers should be kept to the letter, and that 
when new contracts should be made in the spring of 1932, such 
reductions in salary should then be made as might seem neces- 
sary. The problem of budgeting school costs was complicated 
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in the spring referred to by the financing incident to bond pay- 
ments on the new high school, the first payment of $21,000 fall- 
ing due March 1, 1932. Since financing our school indebtedness 
involves fixed charges aggregating with bonds and interest 
about one-fourth of our yearly budget, it can easily be seen that 
reduction in school expenses must be made on the remaining 
three-fourths of the annual outlay, that is, on the current ex- 
pense, exclusive of financing. 


After the reduced appropriation for schools in the March 
meeting of a year ago, especially in view of the first payment 
of New School Bonds, due March 1, 1932, the School Directors 
and Superintendent were confronted with the necessity of a 
further radical reduction in school expenses. After a very care- 
ful survey of the situation this reduction naturally fell under 
three heads: 

1. Curtailment of School Activities 
2. Reduction in Salaries 
3. Miscellaneous economies, as discussed below. 


The attention of the voters is invited to the financial re- 
port for the year ending February 1, 1933, as compared with 
the previous year. It will be clearly seen that school expenses 
exclusive of financing were reduced approximately 20%. This 
is no small reduction. Since the fixed charges for financing are 
about the same year by year, the actual reduction in the way of 
lowered salaries, curtailment and elimination of school activities, 
rigid economy in books, supplies, etc., is not so evident as it 
would be if the accounts were entirely separate. It must not be 
forgotten that there was one-fourth of the annual expenses 
that were fixed overhead charges, and that the possible econ- 
omies were confined to the other three-fourths, and that these 
economies were such as to affect very directly those connected 
with the schools as teachers, janitors, office workers and pupils. 


The first question considered was this: What school activi- 
ties can be curtailed or eliminated? Below is given what was 
actually done: 


The Supervisor of Penmanship was transferred to a teach- 
ing position at a lower salary, and the entire salary of the Su- 
pervisor was thus saved. The Supervisor of Art was dismissed, 
as also was the Assistant Supervisor of Music. The time of the 
teacher of Physical Training for the first six grades and for the 
Girls in the High School was cut in half, the other half being 
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devoted to teaching. The Physical Director and Coach of boys 
was engaged to give all his time to the schools, instead of di- 
viding his time with the Community House, and on the depar- 
ture of Mr. Schofer, his successor accepted a position to divide 
his time equally between Physical Training and teaching at a 
salary which was less than we paid formerly for the half-time 
given to the schools. By the arrangement above with the two 
Physical Training teachers we were enabled to dispense with 
one teacher in the high school and save her entire salary. The 
total saving in the changes above was about $4500 for the year 
ending next June. 


For the first part of the fall term there was no Physical 
Training in the lower grades. Through the splendid spirit of 
Miss Winifred Stubbs, her services were volunteered at no cost 
whatever to the town, and she is carrying on this work regular- 
ly to the great benefit of the pupils. Miss Stubbs was formerly 
a very successful teacher in the schools of Brattleboro, leaving 
there for further study in her chosen work. 


The question of a reduction in salaries was next considered. 
Contracts were signed with teachers at a 10% cut, with a pro- 
viso that further cuts were possible before the expiration of the 
contract. January 1, 1933, the payment due in salaries for the 
half-month ending December 31, which was about one-nineteenth 
of the annual salary was passed by. This amounted to a further 
cut of about 5%. The approximate reduction in salaries was 
$15,000 for the year ending in June, next. This applies to all 
school employees, teachers, janitors, and office help. 


Under the third head various sources of saving were sought. 
A large reduction has been made in Lighting, Heating and Pow- 
er, in Text Books, in Supplies and Sundries, in Repairs, in Trans- 
portation by shortening the school year to 36 weeks and sav- 
ing the cost of Transportation for these two weeks, as well as 
much in Heating and Lighting. Savings have also been made 
in taking away the sick leave formerly granted to teachers,— 
ten days in the course of the year with pay. 


Another large saving has been made by the Municipal Man- 
ager in Repairs and Furniture and Fixtures. In fact, a saving 
has been made in every item except Insurance, which has to be 
paid when the policies expire. 


A careful perusal of the report of the Treasurer of the 
School District will show that an earnest and successful effort 
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has been made to reduce expenses. The spirit of co-operation 
has been commendable on the part of Municipal Manager, School 
Directors, Teachers, Janitors, Carriers of school pupils, Office 
Workers, and, I hope, of the Superintendent. 


The citizens of Springfield do not need to be told that they 
are passing through a depression. Our minds are naturally 
turned to material things, the shop, the store, the daily pay, 
food, clothing, shelter, etc. The physical needs must first be 
met. But man does not live by bread alone. The greatest asset 
to this country is its boys and girls who are soon to take the 
places of those who are now bearing the burden and heat of 
the day. In all the discussions as to school expenses, the funda- 
mental consideration should be the future equipment, efficiency 
and welfare of the boys and girls who are now in school. In the 
sense that these boys and girls are living, breathing, sentient 
beings on whom the burden of civilization and world progress 
will rest, I do not hesitate to present their needs and claims as 
greater than any others can possibly be. We ought to do every- 
thing we can in this crisis to train these boys and girls for ef- 
ficient citizenship. There is no depression in our school work. 
All over the country the schools have more pupils than ever 
in spite of the fact that appropriations are cut and opportuni- 
ties for these pupils are diminished. Shall we not do everything 
we can for these boys and girls? We know that what is lost 
now can probably never be restored in their training. 


In the economic adjustment that is inevitable, the schools 
must do their part, but every citizen should thoughtfully con- 
sider this question not alone from the viewpoint of taxation 
but rather first from the viewpoint of the pupil. Too often the 
suggestion is made that we should return to the days of the past 
in education. Strangely enough we take it for granted that we 
must have our improved roads, automobiles, telephones, radios, 
etc., that are of comparatively recent development, but question 
the right of many things of equally significant and necessary 
development in the schools to maintain their place. The schools 
are supposed to aim toward the preparation for life. It re- 
quires no demonstration to show that the life of 1933 is very 
different from the life of forty or fifty years ago, which is what 
the critics of our schools usually have in mind when they object 
to present school activities and present school expenses. 


I submit that the most important work to do in these days 
of depression and discouragement is to prepare for the better 
days that are surely destined to come. The training of youth 
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will carry over into the future. If that training is weakened and 
impoverished now, the loss can never be made good. In the re- 
duction in school activities, in salaries, in equipment, books, sup- 
plies, etc., etc., one great objective is as clear to the school ad- 
ministrator as noonday. This objective is to make all sacri- 
fices with a view to making the inevitable loss as small as pos- 
sible to the pupil whose fate is in our hands. Citizens of Spring- 
field, your children are your most precious possession. Let us 
unite in giving them in these days of discouragement all that 
we can. Perhaps the stern discipline that is being forced upon 
us may be a blessing in some respects in impressing upon us 
the real values in life, and in imparting to our children more 
of that spirit of the New England of three or four generations 
ago, when splendid foundations were laid for the future. History. 
teaches lessons to those who would learn. One lesson is that it 
is not through ease but through effort that real progress is 
made. Not through prosperity but through adversity is char- 
acter developed. I can not but believe that the stern school 
through which the American people are passing will have a 
great effect in training them to a more sober estimate of real 
values. In this belief then, we are journeying onward to some- 
thing better than what we have at present. Is it too much to 
hope that that something may be better than the American peo- 
ple have yet experienced ?

Not only is this the time for looking backward but also 
we should look forward to the needs of the coming year. 


Every year shows increasing knowledge of the value of 
the library in the community and it also means increasing work 
on the part of the library workers. 


We show an increase of circulation of 8248. Our total of 
135,946 is an average of 19 books taken by each person in town. 
Little can be done except to keep our borrowers supplied with 
reading and the books mended. 


The former appropriation of $8,000 is needed for the ex- 
penses of maintaining and operating our library while we are 
doing the amount of business we have during the past three 
years. 


Because of the unusual demand for books as the result of 
the prevailing unemployment situation, popular books are wear- 
- ing out and on account of the reduction in appropriation we 
have been unable to replace any of them. Last year we added 
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1402 new books while this year we were only able to purchase 
588. This gives a net gain of 265 books compared with 997 last 
year. 

Many departments need new books. People are not only 
using their leisure time for recreational reading but are turn- 
ing to the library for books to make themselves more proficient 
in their particular trades or to acquaint themselves with new 
lines of work. 

Our inventory shows a loss of 123 books. We wonder if 
these losses from the open shelves would appear to show laxity 
of watchfulness on our part or crime among our borrowers. 
The greatest losses were from the section of classified useful 
arts. Books recently acquired on carpentry and auto repairing 
were among the missing. We urge any who have books of this 
type to return them as they are needed for others. 


At least 60 per cent of our population are registered bor- 
rowers. 

Each year our flower show becomes an increasing: attrac- 
tion. This year through the kindness and interest of Miss Marsh 
and Mrs. Horace Brown we had an iris exhibit apart from the 
general show which was of special interest. . 


The work with the schools increases and we have to add 
new reference books each year as well as replacing and buying 
books from the school reading lists as the schools depend on the 
library for all supplementary reading and book reports. 

- We thank our borrowers for their interest and considera- 
tion and know they wish their library adequately supported. 


I wish to thank Mr. Blanchard as chairman of the Board of 
Trustees for his counsel and aid and my assistants for their 
cheerful and excellent work.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


I have the honor to present here the annual report of your 
Health Officer. The responsibilities of this department have 
been somewhat lessened by the appointment of a school doctor 
whose duties take him into the school and in that way safe- 
guarding the home. 

During the past year investigations have been made by the 
Health Officer, accompanied by one or more members of the 
Board of Health, to all complaints sent in, the most of which 
have been satisfactorily adjusted. The usual examination of 
our water supply has been made and the report which comes 
from the laboratory at Burlington is “A good wholesome water.” 


The supply of milk coming into the village is being kept as 
sanitary as possible and the producer is just a little more care- 
ful than ever before, in trying to make his product first class. 
I am glad that our young children are getting milk at school. 
The low price of milk is having a very fortunate effect of en- 
couraging the parents as to the amount of milk fed to young 
children and we know that milk is one food that all young chil- 
dren must have if they are to be strong and healthy. However, 
a short while ago my attention was called to two families in 
town that had stopped taking milk entirely. In one family there 
were two children and in the other there were four—one of them 
under a year old. In this family the parents were encouraging 
the children to take tea and coffee as a substitute for milk. 
There is no substitute for milk and I am urging parents not to 
economize on this essential to the healthy development of their 
children. And I hope all physicians will bring it home to their 
people and families that whatever they economize upon, this 
essential element of child nutrition should be purchased in a 
quantity sufficient for the children’s needs. 


We have been very fortunate the past year in the matter 
of communicable diseases. This has been due principally to the 
splendid co-operation of the townspeople in reporting their sore 
throat cases and other similar conditions and in caring for their 
children. 

Diphtheria is our most dreaded disease. There are three 
possible sources of diphtheria contagion not usually considered. 
They are: First, drinking water, but thank goodness we can lay 
aside this hypothesis of the etiology of the malady for our town. 
- Second, the germs of diphtheria tend to become domiciled where 
there are favoring conditions for their nurture. Many an un- 
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suspected nidris is to be found, for the searching, where for 
years unnumbered the disease may be lying in wait, like a ser- 
pent, for its little victims. The occurrence of an isolated case 
of diphtheria, when there has been no evident infection from 
any recognized source, should lead to a thorough investigation 
of the dwelling and its surroundings. This does not require an 
expert, any man of average knowledge and intelligence can find 
a fetid collection of filth under the leaky waste pipes, wet, 
moldy woodwork under the floors, maybe dead rats. Just fol- 
low your nose; also the water pipes. The third method for the 
transmission of infection is less commonly suspected. Decom- 
posing organic matter or fecal discharges with not any protec- 
tion whatever against the access of flies is a source of infection. 


The foregoing facts are worth consideration; but do not 
forget that in 99 per cent of the cases the contagion can be 
traced either to some one’s sore throat, so mild, perhaps, as to 
be ignored. Or, also, it may be to that dangerous individual, 
the “carrier”, who, without being sick, leaves behind him in 
the school, the church, the movie show, and the taxicab, a trail 
of illness, the source of which forever will remain a mystery. 
All honor to King Antitoxin! He has saved many thousands of 
our little ones. Use it! It’s a good thing. 


The occurrence of public nuisances during the year has been 
the cause of numerous complaints from individuals in several 
sections of the village. These public nuisances vary consider- 
able in character and in the causes which lead to their existence. 
Some were in regard to the disposal of sewage. Some relative 
to the location of manure piles, and some had to do with a few 
“perfectly clean and correct hog pens.” (Ask Mr. Jordon). In 
one case suit was brought and the decision of the court was in 
favor of the town and I am glad to be able to report improve- 
ment in the conditions. 


These questions at issue are vital, not only in their relation 
to the health and comfort of the residents of these particular 
sections of the town, but also the broader and more compre- 
hensive problem of the proper care of stock. Your Health 
Board would emphasize the fact that those who keep stock in 
the corporation must observe the requirements of the law. Let 
us make this next year the best ever in sanitary care.

Art. 3. To fix the salaries of the town officers for the ensu- 
ing year. ; 


Art. 4. Will the town appropriate a sum of money, in ad- 
dition to the sum now required by law, to take advantage of the 
State Aid Law and if so, how much? 


Art. 5. Will the town authorize the selectmen to contract 
with the State Highway Commissioner for resurfacing State 
highways and appropriate a sum not to exceed $750.00 for that 
purpose? 

Art. 6. Will the town appropriate a sum of money to meet 
an appropriation -that may be made by the State for the im- 
provement of rural highways? 


Art. 7. Will the town appropriate the sum of $500.00 to- 
ward the support of the district nurse? 


Art. 8. Will the town appropriate any sum of money for 
general highway purposes, in addition to that now required by 
law? 


Art. 9. Will the town appropriate the sum of $100.00 to 
defray the expense of Memorial Day? 


Art. 10. Will the town appropriate a sum of money to be 
used for free scholarships for Springfield students in State In- 
stitutions ? 

Art. 11. Will the town appropriate the sum of not exceed- 
- ing $8000.00 for the support and maintenance of the Springfield 
Town Library ? 
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Art. 12. Will the town.appropriate the sum of not exceed- 
ing $9000.00 towards the support of the Springfield Hospital ? 


Art. 13. Will the town vote to accept the gifts or trust 
funds, for cemetery purposes, according to conditions attached 
to said gifts or trusts, for the perpetual care of the following 
lots: Charles A. Griswold, $100; Floyd M. Warner, $75; Lillian 
Kimball, $100; Herbert W. Dutton, $50; Jay A. Warner, $75; 
Elizabeth Lockwood, $50; Muriel L. MacFarlane, $50; George F. 
Leland, $100; Walter W. Slack, $50; John R. Hall, $100; C. H. 
Jackson, $25. 


Art. 14. Will the town appropriate a sum of money to care 
for cemeteries during the coming year? 


Art. 15. Will the town appropriate the sum of $100 and 
any income that may be received from Hartness Municipal Air- 
port for maintaining and operating same? 


Art. 16. Will the town rescind the vote at the annual town 
meeting in the year 1917, under Art. 25 of the warning, which 
provided that suitable transportation for pupils living two and 
one-half miles or more from the High School should be fur- 
nished, according to law, and which also provided that said vote 
should be in force until rescinded by the town? 


Art. 17. Will the town authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
issue bonds of the town for the purpose of retiring and paying 
outstanding and unpaid orders, notes and bonds of the town 
to an amount not exceeding $100,000.00. Said bonds to be pay- 
able serially and annually so that the entire bond issue will be 
paid in not more than twenty years from the date of issue? 


Art. 18. Will the town vote to elect a Collector of Taxes? 


Art. 19. Will the town vote to retire six thousand ($6000) 
dollars refunding bonds due December 1, 1933, and to pay the in- 
terest on said bonds and to raise a tax therefor? 


Art. 20. Will the Town School District vote to retire school 
bonds to the amount of twenty-one thousand ($21,000) dollars, 
and the interest thereon due March 1, 1933, and to raise a tax 
therefor? 


Art. 21. Will the town vote to authorize the Town Treas- 
urer to borrow money, subject to the approval of the Selectmen, 
to meet the requirements of the town for the ensuing year; 
and also to authorize the Town Treasurer, subject to the approv- 
al of the Selectmen, to borrow money to repay temporary loans 
made to pay for cement road, highway and bridge improvements, 
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heretofore authorized, and to authorize the issue of temporary 
notes and orders in renewal of temporary notes and loans made 
for the aforesaid purposes? 


Art. 22. Will the town vote to authorize the Town Treas- 
urer, subject to the approval of the Board of School Directors, 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes already rated to meet 
the requirements of the town school district for the ensuing 
year? 

Art. 23. To make appropriations for Schools, Highways, 
care of the poor, salaries of town officers, incidentals and nec- 
essary town expenses, present indebtedness of the town and in- 
terest thereon, present. indebtedness of the town school district 
and interest thereon and for all purposes for which the law re- 
quires appropriations and for which the town may legally vote 
and to vote rates of taxation for all purposes. 


Art. 24. Will the Town and Town School District vote that 
taxes be paid to the Treasurer and fix a date or dates for the 
payment of the same and direct the Treasurer to receive taxes 
on installments and direct the Treasurer to deduct not exceeding 
four per cent or a just proportion thereof for taxes paid in ad- 
vance of the due date? 


Art. 25. To do any other business that can be legally done 
under this warning.
